ineiidons stretch ruslies of Idaze-faced Advance Guard and otlier peculiarities that singled one and another 
friini its fellows in a way re«*ognized and lield in rememhranee by Iiahitnes of the lra«*k. 

All of those named aiul others had tlM*ir varying measures of local popularity in their racing day.s, but 
none was more of a favorite tiiaii Dick Welles. He made bis di'but In racing here and it was here tliat 
ni'arly all of liis racing was done. He was a bay colt liy King Eric from the Hanover mare. Tea’s Over. 
Mid was miilonbtedly Kiti" Erie’s best son. King Eric w*as lired by David 1>. Witliers, the famous eastern 
iiieeiler, owner and turf lawgiver, being a son of his imjioried King Tom stallion. King Ernest, and Hie 
inqioiled Parmesan iiiare, ryelose. From this it results that King Eric was a purely Eiigllsh-lired liorw* 
Mid besides was liiinself a capital race Inirse in liis days on the track. Dick Welles was bred by R. H. 
Aixleison. of Gt*<Mgel<4W n, Ky. He was inlr#Mhie«*d to the folks lioreabouts at Harlem, June 14. P,K»2, in a 
i air mile sprint for tw'o-y ear-olds, over a lieavy track. There were eleven starters and Dick, starting 
as Hie pro|K'riy of Keating Ac Heeker, was at oO to 1 in the betting. He was never accused of being a 
nind liorse. but he eonid mn fairly w(*il in it when the occaskiu deniamled and he hnislH'd a good third to 
'I'hf Don and Foxy Kam* after iiiaking up considerable ground in the last quarter. There was something 
r'lHMit Hie colt’s p«*rl«H-iiianee that plea.sed .leroiue B. Respess ami lie bought him fi>r the reputed price of 
s-i.iMKi and in diung sii secured tlie bargain of his lifetime. Kiglit off the colt I»egan to win races for him. 
four ilays afier liis fust Tae«* he was started for his new owuM^r at four and a half furlongs and won easily 
in oltA*-,. with Fapt. Sam Brown’s Pluck second, “Lucky”’ Baldwin’s Americano third and nine more uu- 
pi;u*ed. It was a fast track that day and so rapidly had Dick Welles’ fame grown that he was a 13 to 5 
favorite at tlie post. June 2t”» he started at Washington Park in a four and a half furlongs race, with 
si ven opponents. John A. Drake’s colt, V’on Bouse, was one of them. He was tliouglit to lie something 
iixtre than »a-diiiary and, licsldes tliat, the track was soft ami slow, wliieh w'as lield to Ik? in his favor. S<) 
he was a 4 to ."i favorite and Dick Welles was at 3 to 1. He lost no time about sliowing tliat it was him- 
self that was above the ordinary and, leading all Hie way. won in a canter by live lengths, with ,T. Sidney 
Walker sc(*oud and F'oxy Kane third.

DETAILS OF PRATT BILL. 



Toronto. Ont,. April 2.— The bill affecting racing 
introiliiced in the Ontario legislature by .Mr. Pratt, 
member for South Norwalk, is an act to incorporate 
a lH>anl of racing supervisors, the name commission 
not appearing in this year’s bill, which differs In 
several resp«*ets from that intnxlneed by him aud 
withdrawn last year. It provides for the appoint- 
ment by the government of a board of not more than 
live nor less than three members “to supervise and 
mntrol all horse racing organizations, companies 
or incorporations that conduct race meetings in the 
lirovince of Ontario.’’ 

They are to have access at all times to all 
buildings and the right to Inspect all books and 
papers, or paraphernalia, as well as to prescribe 
rules for running races, and to hear appeals from 
tlx* decisions of judges, starters and stewards. It 
is m*t likely that the measure will be taken seriously 
by the legislature, which has never shown any indi- 
<*ation or a desire to assume charge of racing, 
whether in harness or umler sadtlle. As a bill 
promoted by a private inemlMT. it has no precedence 
and the legislature will be iiretty well occupied with 
guverument business until the end of the scssiou.
